Dunkhorst 
yas announced, Dunkhorst was form- 
erly Bob Fitzsimmons’ sparing jpart- 
ner, and was known as the “Human 
Freight Car.” 

In fighting trim Dunk weighed 
about 500 pounds, and was the larg- 
est man that ever aspired for pugilis- 
tic honors, His death was due to kid- 
ney trouble. Several years ago a spe- 
cialist told him his great weight 
would some day cause his death, as it 
interfered with his heart action. 

For the last ten years Dunkhorst 
has made a good living playing the 
part of a country schoolboy in vaude- 
ville. No one ever heard big Ed. knock 
a fellow man, and his genial mature 
won him many lasting friends. 

“Goat” in His Own Stories, 

As a story teller he had few equals, 
and the victim in most of his jokes 
was himself. Matt Glaser, the pubiic- 
ity man, was Dunk’s manager and 
loyal friend. Matt was heart-broken 
over the demise of the big boxer, and 
sent a floral offering to be piaced on 
his grave last Friday. 

Dunk was a native of Oswego, N.Y 
He started out in Syracuse, the home 
of Tommy Ryan, and several brothers 
still reside there in comfortable cir- 
cumstances. Although Dunk made 
$500 a week on the stage he did not 
save anything for the proverbial 
rainy day, and died without a penny 
to his name. He was ill for about 
three months. 

Big Ed Liked His Food. 

He was a big eater and liked fancy 
trimmings with hig food, but he re- 
frained from indulging in intoxicating 
drinks. Dunkhorst was a warm friend 
to Fitzsimmons until one night at a 
theatre Fitz played a cruel joke on 
Ed that caused hard feelings to spring 
up.
